RIGH POLITICS. 


From the point of view of high 
politics Germany is surrounded by 
the Allies, by Austria, and by weak 
!nentrals. There is no foreign policy 
‘open to her for the moment. With 
ithe Soviet Government not even a 
! Socialiat German Government could 
make a political pact, still less any 
lof the Right parties, to whom Bol- 
‘shevism and all its works are 
anathema. Nothing but a feeling of 
. despair in Allied justice.could drive 

any responsible German Government 
into making common cause with the 
Reds. There is a certain chattering 
} about German “Bolshevism from 
above,” bat one need not take much 
; count of it. Itis, besides, the general 
belief that there may be chaos in 
Russia fer any period between ten 
and fifty years, and that there is 
little at present to be done with 
Russia. There are, indeed, some 
Germans who would like to go into 
'the exploitation of Russia with us, 
| with uaconfessed political objectives 
| behind, but vainly should this net be 
spread in the sight of the British 
| bird. 

The best Germans now admit 
that they lost the war. and 
| think that Germans should con- 
centrate upon reconstruction, leaving 
the question of the rehabilitation of 
| German power to a future day. But 
I Kave not found any Germans to 
‘ admit German responsibility for the 
war, nor would anything short of 
torture extract such an admission 
'from them. They accept the Treaty, 
but not the responsibility admitted in 
the Treaty. Every German looks 
forward to an earlier or later revers- 
al of Fortune’s decree, and the time 
| will come when a Germania Irrecesta 
ery will unite ali Germans in a com- 
| mon bond. ‘ ; 

We are not in presence of such a 
situation now. We have at last an 
honest German Government, which 
is endeavouring, under a great burden 
cf difficulty and cisadvantage. to 


? play the game by its owa people and 
{by the Allies. 


We owe a certain 
acknowledgment to this new spirit 
and to this goodwill, so rare in the 
past. It would be nat only ungraci- 
ous, but politically short-sighted, to 
refuse it, andto play into the hands 
of Chancellor Wirth’s enemies, who 
are no friends of ours. We ought 
to understand that goodwill deserves

-. RELATIVE’S BONES. 


A SMASHED URN AND A’ 
POLICE COURT CHARGE, 


In answer to a charge that they 
exhumed the bones of a relative in 
the Chaiwan cemetery without a 
permit from the Sanitary Board, two 
Chinese this marning told Magistrate 
Lindsell that they removed the bones 
from the atn to dry them, but 
accidentally breaking the urn, 
bought a new one in which they 
deposited the bones. 

Sanitary Inspector Allen, who 
prosecuted said that a sexton 
who saw the defendants 
removing the bones told them 
to stop working on the grave, bat 
they took no notice of him. The 
second defendant had for some time 
behaved in the cemetery as if he 
were in charge of it, and to allintents 
and purposes. the sexton did not 
exist to him, The Sanitary Board 
had been endeavouring to catch him 
for some time, but had not succeeded 
until lately when Improvement was 
made jn the supervision of the 
cemetery. 

The sexton said tha: on July 28, 
he saw the defendants working on a 
grave in the cemetery, They had 
just finished filling the grave when 
he came on the scene. He did not 
actually see them digging the grave. 
He was of opinion that the bones had 
beén removed from another grave 
and put ina moreidesirable plot. The 
grave must have been dug by the 
defendants during the previous 
night. 

The Magistrate said that he could 
not convict the defendants on the 
evidence befcre him. 

Inspector Allen sad that the sexton 
was a bit stupid in giving his evidence, 
due undoubtedly, to the fact that he 
was not accustamed to Police Court 
proceedings. When he (the Inpsector) 
visited the cemetery, the sexton point- 
ed out a newly opened grave to him. 
He was pesitive that no permit had 
been issued by the Sanitary Board fur 
such werk to be done, He also saw 
a recently filled grave,on which was 
a quantity of Fang tsot. 

' The Magistrate theught the 
evidence insufficient and discharged 
the defendants,

It will be remembered that the 
proposal for a grand Japanese chip- 
ping awalgumation, ax advocated by 
Mr, Noda, Minister of Communica- 
tions, was allowed’ to lapse through 
opposition being raised by the Direc- 
tors of the Nippon Yusea Kaisha and 
of the Osaka Shosen Kaiska.
